WARRANT

To  George  E.  Emery,  a  Constable  of  the  Town  of 
Hampden,  in  said  County.  Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine,  you  are  hereby  required 
to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  of  Hampden 
qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assemble  at  the 
Town  Hall,  in  said  Hampden,  on  Monday,  the  thirteenth  day 
of  March,  1916,  at  9.30  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  on  the 
following  articles,  to  wit  : 

Article  1.    To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting 

Article  2.    To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  report 
of  the  Selectmen,  Assessors  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  School 
Committee,  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Town  Auditor. 

Article  4.  To  choose  three  or  more  Selectmen,  Assessors  and 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  5.  To  choose  one  member  of  the  School  Committee 
for  three  years. 

Article  6.  To  choose  a  Building  Inspector  and  one  or  more 
Fire  Wards. 

Article  7.    To  choose  a  Town  Auditor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  8.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  of  the  town  and  all  other 
necessary  town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  except  a  Collector 
of  Taxes. 
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Article  9.  To  determine  what  sums  of  money  the  town  will 
raise  by  taxation  for  the  following  purposes:

For  the  support  of  the  poor.

For  roads  and  bridges.

For  street  lights  under  contract. 

Article  10.  To  fix  the  compensation  of  the  Treasurer, 
Superintendent  of  Schools  and  any  other  officers. 

Article  11.    To  choose  a  Collector  of  Taxes. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  hire  money  for  tempo- 
rary purposes. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  fifty  dollars 
($50)  for  the  F.  G.  Flagg  Post  G.  A.  R.,  for  Memorial  Day. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  "Yes"  cr  "No"  on 
the  question  of  appropriating  and  raising  money  necessary  to 
entitle  the  town  to  State  aid,  as  provided  in  section  20  of  chap- 
ter 130  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  and  ra'se  the 
sum  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($450)  fcr  the  improve- 
ment of  the  section  of  State  aid  road  as  outlined  in  the  report  of 
the  State  Highway  Commissioners,  in  addition  to  the  amour t 
regularly  raised  for  the  care  of  highways  i  nd  bridges. 
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Article  16.  To  see  whether  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150)  for  the  maintenance  of 
State  highway  during  the  ensuing  year,  within  the  limits  of  the 
town  under  the  provisions  of  section  9,  of  chapter  130  of  the 
Public  Laws  of  1913. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  re-open  the  road 
in  district  12,  which  connects  with  the  Winterport  road,  and 
which  was  discontinued  in  1902,  and  raise  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  ($150)  for  repairs. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Special 
Resolve  of  the  last  Legislature  appropriating  one  thousand 
dollars  ($1000)  toward  building  a  bridge  across  Souadabscook 
Stream  in  district  2,  and  raise  funds  sufficient  to  complete  the 
bridge,  the  building  of  the  bridge  being  entirely  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  State  Highway  Commission. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  from  the 
estate  of  Miss  Eliza  M.  Harding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
($100)  to  be  held  in  trust,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  expended 
for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  lot  of  the  late  Austin  Harding  in 
the  Hampden  Cemetery.  Also  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50) 
from  Mrs.  Dorcas  E.  Stevens  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  lot 
of  the  late  Elisha  Hamlin,  in  Locust  Grove  Cemetery.  Also  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150)  from  Charlotte  W. 
Hardy  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  Stevens  Atwood  and  Wheeler 
Hardy  lots  in  Locust  Grove  Semetery. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  give  C.  C.  Stanley  a  warrantee  deed  of  one-half 
acre  of  land  from  the  town  farm  adjoining  the  railroad  on  the 
east  and  the  highway  on  the  ncrth  for  the  erection  of  a  building 
for  business  purposes. 
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Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  employ  a  teacher 
of  music  in  the  public  schools,  and  if  so  what  sum  shall  be  raised 
for  that  purpose. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Superin- 
tending School  Committee  to  make  a  contract  with,  and  pay 
the  trustees  of  Hampden  Academy  for  the  tuition  of  its  scholars 
qualified  to  attend  such  schools,  in  acccrdance  with  chapter  15, 
section  84,  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  what  sum  of  money  shall 
be  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion for  a  period  of  ten  years  the  property  in  Hampden  of  the 
Bangor  Cast  Stone  Products  Co. 

Article  24.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  properly 
may  come  before  said  meeting.

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This  is  the  first  entire  cement  brook  bridge  built  in  town,  formerly  it 
required  1200  feet  of  three  inch  plank  about  every  two  years,  this  ex- 
penditure in  the  future  is  done  away  with.  We  advise  that  at  least  one  of 
the  large  brook  bridges  be  built  every  year  of  cement  when  it  is  found 
necessary  to  rebuild.  There  are  not  less  than  thirty  of  these  bridges  that 
are  from  five  to  fourteen  feet  in  width,  although  the  planking  is  much 
wider  on  most  of  them. 

The  Coldbrook  bridge  in  district  17  is  one  which  will  have  to  be  rebuilt 
as  it  has  been  patched  up  so  long  there  is  little  left  of  the  old  log  walls, 
(width  14  feet)  estimated  total  cost  to  rebuild  with  cement  $325.

Owing  to  fall  off  in  collections  of  the  1915  tax,  we  are  unable  to  meet  all 
bills  as  shown  in  the  Liabilities  at  this  date,  Feby.  28th. 

The  tax  was  committed  to  the  Collector  $269.13  less  than  the  amount 
raised  by  the  town,  with  the  object  of  trying  to  reduce  the  tax  rate,  but  this 
deficiency  was  needed  and  should  have  been  an  overlay. 

The  unexpected  outlay  on  bridge  work  over  run  the  appropriation  $740 
as  an  offset  to  these  bills  and  orders  amounting  to  $1,563.04  there  is  un- 
collected tax  of  1915,  $1,037.00  and  cash  in  the  treasury  of  $331,58,  total 
$1,368.58.    This  would  leave  an  actual  deficit  or  overdraw  of  $194.46. 

Under  the  new  law  which  was  pussy  catted  through  the  last  Legislature, 
towns  are  required  to  appoint  road  patrolmen  this  year  (large  towns  three) 
Hampden  is  down  foi  three.  This  means  in  effect  that  $1200  will  have  to 
be  taken  out  of  your  road  and  bridge  appropriation  to  pay  them,  the  amount 
the  State  will  pay  if  this  sum  is  exceeded  is  too  trifling  to  deserve  con- 
sideration. 

The  law  exempting  neat  stock  thirty  months  old  and  under,  and  sheep 
and  swine  from  taxation  goes  into  effect  this  year,  also  mules  and  horses 
less  than  six  months  old.  This  will  approximate  a  loss  on  personal  proper- 
ty (based  on  1915)  of  about  $7500. 

The  loss  by  fire  of  the  American  Ice  Co.  plant  Feby.  27th,  of  $10,000  in 
taxable  property  should  warn  taxpayers  to  be  conservative  and  not  balloon 
appropriations  for  1916.

The  Trustees  of  the  George  Stetson,  Hampden  Academy 
Fund,  hereby  submit  their  annual  report  at  this  date,  February 
25th,  1916. 

February  24th,  the  town  paid  sixty  dollars  ($60)  its  guarantee, 
which  completed  its  twenty-second  annual  payment  of  $500 
guaranteed  by  the  town  on  the  George  Stetson  bequest  to 
Hampden  Academy,  and  we  have  paid  the  Academy  since  May 
last,  $440  from  the  interest  on  the  $9,000  of  bonds.  The 
interest  on  the  bonds  amounts  to  $450.  $10  of  this  goes  into 
the  sinking  fund  annually.  The  Sinking  fund,  now  on  deposit 
in  the  Savings  Dept.  of  the  First  Nat.  Bank  amounts  to  $761.99. 

The  Oklahoma  City  Fire  Department  5  per  cent  bonds 
$9,000  are  deposited  at  the  First  National  Bank,  Bangor.

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Report  of  School  Committee 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Hampden: — 

In  submitting  to  you  our  annual  report  for  the  year  of  1915- 
16  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  work  accomplished  in 
the  schools  has  been  very  satisfactory  and  we  feel  that  very 
good  progress  has  been  made  in  every  respect. 

From  the  report  of  the  Supt.  of  Schools  and  the  Principal  of 
the  Academy  you  will  note  that  the  system  of  education  adopted 
a  few  years  ago  is  proving  to  be  just  what  was  required,  the 
difficulty  found  by  pupils  in  entering  the  Academy  from  the 
ninth  grade  having  been  practically  eliminated  and  the  per- 
centage of  grammar  graduates  entering  the  Academy  largely 
increased.  Our  school  system  is  meeting  with  the  approval  of 
the  State  School  authorities  and  we  trust  that  it  has  proved 
satisfactory  to  you. 

The  tenth  grade  established  last  year  to  take  care  of  the 
pupils  whose  school  education  would  be  finished  when  they  left 
the  grammar  school,  and  also  to  take  care  of  those  upils  not 
quite  prepared  to  enter  the  Academy,  did  not  have  the  attend- 
ance we  planned  on,  only  one  pupil  taking  advantage  of  it. 

We  are  pleased  to  extend  to  Supt.  Burrill  and  Principal 
Markle  our  appreciation  of  the  capable  and  thorough  manner 
in  which  they  have  conducted  the  affairs  of  their  departments 
and  we  feel  that  the  town  is  fortunate  in  securing  men  of  their 
high  standard  of  character  and  ability  to  conduct  its  schools. 

We  would  very  strongly  recommend  to  you  the  necessity  of 
providing  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  to  properly  conduct

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


Hampden,  Maine,  February  28,  1916. 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hampden: — 

I  hereby  present  my  fourth  annual  report  of  the  condition 
and  progress  of  your  schools  for  the  past  municipal  year,  and  also 
a  statement  of  some  of  the  needs  of  the  schools  and  recommenda- 
tions for  the  same. 

State  Superintendent  Payson  Smith  said  some  time  ago  in  a 
little  pamphlet  which  he  issued,  "No  person  should  be  obliged 
to  move  from  the  country  to  the  city  to  educate  his  children." 
Under  the  following  headings  he  also  gives  some  suggestions  as 
to  what  constitutes  a  standard  or  A  grade  school : 

1.  Instruction.  A  teacher  trained  either  by  the  Normal 
school  or  by  practical  experience,  with  good  teaching  skill, 
good  government,  and  a  salary  of  at  least  nine  dollars  per  week. 

2.  Grounds.  At  least  one-fourth  acre  in  extent,  with  play 
spaces,  gardens  and  shrubbery. 

3.  Buildings.  Single  adjustable  seats,  hardwood  floors,  a 
lighting  area  of  one-fifth  of  the  floor  space,  heated  and  ventilat- 
ed by  a  jacketed  stove,  and  in  good  general  repair. 

4.  Equipment.  An  adequate  supply  of  textbooks  in  good 
condition,  slate  blackboards,  maps,  globes,  desk  material,  and 
a  library. 

5.  Outbuildings.    Clean,  protected  and  free  from  obscenity. 

6.  A  Course  of  Study.  Practically  adapted  to  the  needs 
of  the  community. 
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7.  Related  Work.  A  school  improvement  league  or  parent- 
teachers  organization,  boys'  and  girls'  clubs,  etc. 

During  the  past  few  years  we  have  been  working  steadily 
with  the  end  in  view  of  bringing  our  schools  to  as  near  an  A 
standard  as  possible  with  the  means  at  our  command.  We  feel 
that  very  much  has  been  accomplished  during  that  time,  yet 
there  is  much  that  we  can  still  do,  and  that  needs  to  be  done. 

The  majority  of  our  teachers,  while  not  normal  trained,  have 
yet  had  many  years  of  practical  experience  which  makes  them 
efficient  teachers.  We  have  made  it  a  practice  as  far  as  possible 
when  obliged  to  take  inexperienced  teachers,  to  choose  them 
from  the  graduates  of  our  Academy,  and  have  so  far  found  them 
superior  in  training  to  graduates  of  other  high  schools.  The 
more  experienced  teachers  are  receiving  a  fair  compensation, 
and  we  plan  to  increase  the  salary  of  the  younger  teachers  as 
they  increase  in  experience  and  efficiency. 

BUILDINGS 

Dist.  No.  1.  Acting  according  to  the  instructions  of  the 
annual  town  meeting,  specifications  for  the  replacing  of  three 
sides  of  the  foundation  of  the  East  Hampden  school  house  were 
secured  from  an  architect,  and  bids  were  asked  on  the  same. 
F.  E.  Littlefield's  bid  of  $340  was  the  lowest  ,  and  the  contract 
was  awarded  to  him  and  performed  under  the  supervision  of 
the  building  inspector,  J.  E.  Emerson.  Cement  piers  were  later 
placed  under  the  outhouse  and  a  cement  drain  to  carry  off  the 
water  from  the  gutter.  The  wire  fence  around  this  yard  must 
be  replaced  the  first  thing  in  the  spring,  as  Mr.  O'Leary  has 
cattle  in  the  adjoining  pasture  and  the  present  fence  is  in  very 
poor  condition. 

Dist.  2.  The  schoolhouse  was  painted  two  coats,  the  founda- 
tion wall  and  the  yard  fence  were  thoroughly  repaired. 
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Dist.  3.  This  sehoolhouse  was  painted  two  coats.  The 
outhouses  at  this  school  are  in  rather  poor  condition  and  should 
be  repaired  this  spring. 

Dist.  4.  Several  rods  of  the  fence  around  the  schoolground 
were  replaced.  This  building  needs  new  hardwood  floor  and 
seats  in  the  primary  department,  and  slate  blackboards  both  up 
stairs  and  down. 

Dist.  5.  This  building  was  painted  two  coats,  both  sides  of 
the  roof  were  shingled,  and  the  outhouse  repaired.  The  ladies 
in  this  district  agreed  to  paper  the  schoolroom  if  the  town 
would  furnish  the  paper,  and  this  was  done. 

Dist.  6.  The  primary  room  in  this  district  was  papered  by 
the  teacher  and  pupils,  the  money  being  raised  by  entertain- 
ments and  socials.  A  new  floor  and  seats  are  badly  needed  in 
the  primary  room. 

Dist.  7.  This  building  had  a  narrow  escape  from  a  serious 
fire.  The  timbers  which  support  the  chimney  were  burned 
nearly  through,  and  the  chimney  was  so  badly  damaged  that  it 
was  necessary  to  rebuild  it.  New  windows  were  also  added 
to  this  sehoolhouse.  This  school  needs  new  seats  and  the 
sehoolhouse  painted. 

Dist.  8.  Xew  slate  blackboards  have  been  put  into  this 
building,  which  also  needs  a  ccat  of  paint  and  new  floor  and 
seats.    The  outhouses  need  repairing  also. 

Dist.  9.  This  house  was  painted  one  coat.  Xew  steps,  new 
floor  and  seats  are  needed  here. 

Dist.  10.  This  house  was  painted  one  coat.  It  was  well  re- 
paired inside  last  year. 

Dist.  11.  The  chimney  in  this  building  was  condemned  by 
the  building  inspector,  and  acting  upon  his  suggestion,  a  new 
one  was  built  on  the  outside  of  the  building,  resting  on  a  cement 
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foundation.  This  building  needs  new  floor,  new  seats,  slate 
blackboards,  and  to  be  painted  on  the  inside. 

Dist.  12.  This  schoolhouse  is  not  in  use  at  the  present  time, 
but  would  need  extensive  repairs  before  using. 

Dist.  13.  This  building  is  in  good  condition  with  the  ex- 
ception that  some  minor  repairs  to  the  outbuildings  are  needed. 

Dist.  14.  A  school  was  opened  in  this  house  last  fall  for  the 
first  time  for  several  years.  Considerable  repairs  were  neces- 
sary to  make  is  usable. 

ATTENDANCE 

The  attendance  for  the  year  up  to  the  time  when  the  epidemic 
of  grippe  struck  the  country  was  exceptionally  good.  There 
has  been  very  little  truancy  and  parents  on  the  whole  seem  to 
take  more  interest  in  having  their  children  in  school  every  day. 
This  fact  is  encouraging  to  teachers  and  school  officials. 

NEW  SCHOOLROOM 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  we  found  the  primary  and 
grammar  rooms  at  the  Upper  Corner  school  so  overcrowded 
that  it  was  impossible  to  properly  care  for  all  pupils.  After 
carefully  considering  the  matter  it  was  decided  to  take  the  fifth 
grade  from  the  grammar  room  and  the  fourth  grade  from  the 
primary  room  and  form  a  separate  school  in  the  unoccupied 
half  of  Mr.  Lennan's  store.  In  the  meantime  the  sixth  grade 
which  had  been  conveyed  to  East  Hampden  was  placed  in  the 
grammar  room.  This  new  room,  while  it  relieves  the  congested 
state  at  the  other  two  rooms,  is  not  in  any  way  suited  for  a 
schoolroom,  and  should  the  present  condition  continue  at  the 
Upper  Corner,  some  action  toward  a  permanent  room  will  have 
to  be  taken. 
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CONVEYANCE  AND  FUEL 

Conveyance  teams  have  been  maintained  at  the  Center, 
Back  Winterport  route,  and  in  Dist.  No.  12.  In  Dist.  No.  14 
the  citizens  preferred  a  request  to  the  School  Boord  to  the 
effect  that  on  account  of  the  small  children  in  that  district  they 
deserved  a  school  in  their  own  district.  After  due  considera- 
tion the  committee  decided  to  grant  their  request,  and  accord- 
ingly we  have  maintained  a  school  for  two  terms  which  will  be 
continued  for  the  spring  term.  It  would  hardly  seem  to  be 
wise  to  continue  this  school  next  year,  in  view  of  the  small  num- 
ber of  pupils. 

The  schools  have  been  supplied  with  a  good  quality  of  fuel 
during  the  year.  The  fuel  for  next  year  has  all  been  contracted 
for. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY  AND  TEXTBOOKS 

Acting  according  to  our  recommendations  we  established  a 
tenth  grade  for  those  pupils  who  had  completed  the  ninth  grade 
but  did  not  wish  to  enter  the  Academy.  Only  one  pupil 
availed  herself  of  this  course.  Much  to  our  gratification 
twenty-five  out  of  the  twenty-nine  who  completed  the  ninth 
grade  entered  the  Academy. 

The  schools  have  been  well  supplied  with  textbooks,  in  good 
condition  on  the  whole.  The  new  arithmetics,  grammars, 
histories  and  geographies  which  were  introduced  into  the 
seventh  grade  last  year  have  been  carried  forward  into  the 
eighth  grade  and  will  next  year  be  used  in  the  ninth,  and  have 
proven  very  successful. 

Music  was  again  introduced  in  our  schools  after  a  year's 
absence  from  the  course.    Miss  Florence  Homer  was  secured 
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to  teach  the  music  and  seems  to  be  meeting  with  marked  suc- 
cess.   I  hope  that  we  shall  be  able  to  keep  her  for  another  year. 

TEACHERS 

Miss  Sarah  Miller,  Miss  Whitney,  Miss  Baker,  Miss 
Coombs,  Mrs.  Bartlett,  Miss  Richardson,  Mrs.  Smith, 
Mrs.  Newcomb,  Miss  Nealley,  Miss  Frances  Nason, 
were  all  returned  to  the  respective  schools  which  they 
taught  last  year,  where  they  have  maintained  their 
previous  good  records.  Mrs.  Goodspeed,  a  successful  teacher 
of  experience,  was  secured  to  teach  the  Hampden  Highlands 
Grammar  School.  She  has  worked  hard  and  conscientiously 
for  the  success  of  her  school,  but  has  not  had  the  hearty  co- 
operation and  interest  of  her  pupils  to  help  her.  The  standard 
of  scholarship  in  this  school  has  deteriorated  in  a  very  marked 
degree  this  past  year.  Unless  a  very  radical  change  takes  place 
in  this  school  in  the  next  term  a  very  large  majority  of  the 
pupils  will  fail  to  make  the  next  grade. 

Miss  Estelle  Nason  was  transferred  from  the  Coldbrook 
school  where  she  was  very  much  liked,  to  the  primary  school  at 
the  Center  where  she  is  just  as  successful.  Miss  Iva  Miller,  a 
graduate  of  the  Academy  with  several  years  experience,  was 
secured  for  the  Nealley's  Corner  school.  Miss  Miller  has 
proven  that  she  is  the  right  teacher  in  the  right  place.  Miss 
Patterson  took  Miss  Smart's  place  at  Dist.  No.  13.  Ill  health 
has  prevented  Miss  Patterson  from  doing  her  very  best  work.  Miss 
Miss  Mazie  McLaughlin  took  Miss  Wadlin's  place  at  No.  9, 
and  Miss  Littlefield  was  secured  for  Dist.  No.  14.  Both  of 
these  teacherss  have  done  creditable  work,  although  they  were 
lacking  in  experience.  Miss  Marion  Smith  has  given  good 
success  at  Dist  .  No.  10. 
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HAMPDEN  ACADEMY 

The  Academy  has  enjoyed  a  most  successful  year.  There 
has  been  a  large  registration,  while  only  six  have  dropped  out  of 
the  different  classes  so  far.  Twenty-nine  pupils  received  diplo- 
mas last  spring,  entitling  them  to  enter  high  school.  The  Fresh- 
man class  at  the  Academy  nnmbers  thirty-one,  of  whom  twenty- 
five  are  from  the  town  of  Hampden.  This  is  a  very  satisfactory 
showing  and  one  which  is  pleasing  to  all  concerned. 

Some  time  ago  the  standing  of  the  pupils  from  the  different 
schools  was  secured  from  the  principal  with  the  idea  of  com- 
paring their  preparation.  It  was  found  to  be  impossible  to 
draw  any  satisfactory  conclusions  from  this.  Often  the  same 
school  furnishes  one  of  the  brightest  pupils  and  one  of  the 
poorest.  Sometimes  a  pupil  enters  high  school  who  seems 
poorly  prepared  and  many  think  that  the  school  system  is  at 
fault.  In  the  case  of  doubtful  pupils  the  teachers  are  advised 
to  look  carefully  into  all  the  conditions  and  circumstances  of 
the  case;  the  pupil's  age,  disposition,  home  surroundings,  and 
any  other  factors  that  may  enter  into  the  case,  all  are  considered, 
and  if  there  still  exists  a  doubt  as  to  what  is  best  for  the  pupil 
the  teachers  are  instructed  to  give  the  pupil  the  benefit  of  the 
doubt  and  promote  him.  Many  a  dull  scholar  in  the  grades  has 
become  one  of  the  best  in  high  school,  and  vice  versa. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  School  Laws  of  Maine, 
1915,  and  shows  the  School  Board  must  hereafter  have  an  equal 
part  in  the  selection  or  discharge  of  teachers  and  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  course  of  study,  whereas  in  the  past  this  has  been 
entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Academy. 

"Sec.  84.  Any  town  which  does  not  maintain  a  free  high 
school  of  standard  grade  may,  from  year  to  year,  authorize  its 
superintending  school  committee  to  contract  with  and  pay  the 
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superintending  school  committee  of  any  adjoining  town  or  the 
trustees  of  any  academy  located  within  such  town  or  in  an 
adjoining  town,  for  the  tuition  of  scholars  within  said  town  in 
the  studies  contemplated  by  the  eleven  preceding  sections. 
When  such  contract  has  been  made  with  the  trustees  of  an 
academy  a  joint  committee  for  the  selection  of  teachers  and  the 
arrangement  of  the  course  of  study  in  such  academy  shall  in- 
clude the  superintending  school  committees  of  the  contracting 
towns  with  an  equal  number  of  members  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  such  academy  when  such  academy  has  less  than  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  endowment.  The  expenditure  of  any  town 
for  tuition  as  provided  in  this  section  shall  be  jubject  to  tbe 
same  conditions  and  shall  entitle  such  town  to  the  same  state 
aid  as  if  it  had  made  such  expenditure  for  a  free  high  school.'' 
The  physical  conditions  have  been  much  improved  as  you  will 
notice  by  the  report  of  the  principal,  which  follows  this  report, 
and  is  made  a  part  of  it. 

FINANCES 

The  town  of  Hampden  last  year  received  from  the  Equaliza- 
tion Fund  Three  Hundred  Dollars.  Under  the  law  now  in 
force  this  fund  is  distributed  to  those  towns  that  show  a  rate 
for  the  maintenance  of  common  schools  and  a  municipal  tax 
rate  (State  Assessors'  figures)  both  in  excess  of  the  average  for 
the  state.  The  returns  from  the  town  of  Hampden  show  that 
the  municipal  tax  rate  is  slightly  lower  than  the  average  for  the 
state.  The  town,  therefore,  is  not  eligible  for  an  apportion- 
ment for  this  current  year.  The  above  is  the  substance  of  a 
letter  received  from  State  Superintendent  Payson  Smith,  and  is 
self  explanatory. 

Except  for  the  fact  that  the  town  at  the  last  annual  meeting 
raised  three  hundred  dollars  more  than  the  year  before,  and 
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also  that  the  amount  received  from  the  state  school  and  mill 
fund  this  year  was  larger  than  ever  before,  we  should  not  have 
had  money  enough  to  pay  for  thirty  weeks  of  school,  which  is 
now  the  required  school  year.  As  it  is  we  have  been  able  to 
have  thirty-two  weeks,  and  have  a  small  surplus  with  which  to 
start  the  new  year. 

In  the  textbook  account  we  have  a  small  balance.  We  ought 
to  have  the  same  amount  next  year  in  order  to  complete  the 
introduction  of  the  new  texts  started  last  year.  In  the  repair 
account  there  are  two  or  three  bills  which  have  not  yet  been 
presented.  Under  the  report  of  the  School  Board  an  estimate 
of  the  needs  for  next  year  has  been  given. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  extend  to  the  School  Board  my  hearty 
appreciation  of  their  cordial  support,  and  their  interest  in  the 
work.  I  also  extend  to  the  teachers  my  thanks  for  their  co- 
operation in  helping  to  make  the  work  of  the  schools  a  success. 
I  also  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the  town  for  their  help  and 
support.  It  has  helped  to  make  the  work  easier  and  pleasant.

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Report  of  Principal  of  Hampden  Academy 


Hampden,  Maine,  Feb.  22,  1916. 

To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Committee  of  Hampden: 
Gentlemen : 

I  hereby  submit  my  third  annual  report  on  the  conditions  of 
Hampden  Academy. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  school  has  been  greatly  im- 
proved since  last  year.  The  assembly  room  and  two  recitation 
rooms  were  newly  papered,  the  commercial  room  painted  and 
provided  with  thirty  desks  and  seats,  and  a  hardwood  floor  laid 
in  the  boys'  coat  room  and  the  front  hall.  The  improvements 
were  made  possible  by  the  use  of  the  Students'  Fund — money 
earned  at  their  concert  and  town  meeting  dinner.  The  sanitary 
conditions  have  been  much  improved  by  taking  the  toilets  from 
the  main  building  and  placing  them  in  outbuildings.  This 
improvement  can  be  fully  appreciated  only  by  those  who  must 
spend  five  hours  a  day  in  the  school. 

This  year  I  have  for  the  first  time  the  same  corps  of  assist- 
ants as  the  previous  year  and  this  in  itself  had  made  for  economy 
of  time  and  greater  efficiency.  Each  is  doing  conscientious 
high  grade  work. 

The  registrtion  this  year  has  reached  its  highest  point  since 
my  stay  here,  viz.  105.  For  divers  reasons  some  few  have 
dropped  out  leaving  the  present  enrollment  100.  The  classifica- 
tion of  students  as  to  class  and  course  is  given  in  table  below. 
The  daily  attendance  was  remarkable  until  the  epidemic  of 
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grippe  struck  us,  being  almost  100%.  This  is  especially  re- 
markable in  consideration  of  the  distances  many  students  come.
